Rivero, pale from two 
Stmonths in jail showed no emo- 
tion. He has lived in the U.S. 
:y since 1959 as a refugee under 
l-'parole, except for time he 
'spent in Cuban prisons follow- 
ing the abortive Bay of Pigs 
invasion.
